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I J iicier this caption, homo two weeks 
i-incc, we reviewed the history of the 
fir.-t ami second State Agricultural So- 
cieties iu Kentucky. Mi week we 
shall give a retrospect of the history 
of the third (and present) organization, 
as found in the official reports of the so- 
ciety. 

The benefit* of the deceased State Ag- 
ricultural Society were too numerou- 
and impressive to be forgotten by the 
Farmers and Mechanics of Kentucky. 
The facts and arguments in its behalf, 
which had been thrown before the pub- 
lic mint!, were all the time working like 
!( \vn in its favor. Similar institutions 
„were in prosperous progress in all the 
States around us, and a laudable State 
pride could not brook our backward- 
ness and inferiority in this respect. The 
• rrerience of several years clearly de- 
nv _ "it<>d that many of the proper ob- 
jects of the Suite organization could not 
bo toceessftdly accomplished by local 
Sc,^(r*J though they were large and 
[M werful. The want of a more extend- 
» tl and comprehensive organization, 
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State, was felt by the friends of Agricul- 
tural improvement as a pressing neces- 
sity, notwithstanding almost all the 
meisjn s which suc h an institution had 
formerly receoinmended were now being 
carried out. 

Tue Agricultural statistics of the 
Sta'e vere collected and published, and 
a G'Kxogical Survey was in prosperous 
progress. Governor L. W. Powell 
had made, in his message to the Legis- 
lature iu 1853, the first direct recom- 
u^Tch:tion to appropriate niopey from 
the Trearury of the State in aid of the 
Agricultural and Mechanical interest", 
and p. similar recommendation had been 
wa-toly renewed by Governor C. S. 
Mckehead, inhismessage in 1355, and 
the public sentiment was impressed that 
the government arm and purse should 
be rxtended in promotion of these great- 
estinterests of the Commonwealth ; but 
th< Legislature of Kentucky had not 
ye responded, by efficient action, to that 
imp^ved and enlightened sentiment.

Pursuant to this call, a large number 
of the most prominent Agriculturalists 
of the State assembled in the Court 
House in Frankfort, at 11 o'clock, on 
Wednesday, January 10th, for the pur- 
pose of organizing a State Agricultural 
Society. 

The meeting was called to ord»r by 
Hon. L. W. Powell, who nominated 
Col. James F. liuckner, of Christian, 
as Chairman, and Robert W. Scott and 
Phillip Swigert, Esq*., of Franklin, as 
Secretaries. 

Mr. II. A. Alexander, front a oom- 
mittee appointed for that purpose, re- 
ported a draft of a charter, which it was 
proposed to ask the Legislature to enact, 
and which, after being amended in some 
particulars wits adopted. 

On motion of Mr. Robert Mallory, of 
Dirfhaa*, the vote adopting the draft of 
a charter wa s reconsidered, and the sec- 
ond section amended so as to provide for 
an immediate organization, and it was 
then again adopted. 

Mr. Gibson Mallory, of Jefferson, of- 
fered the following resolution, which 
was adopted :

LiEBia on Agricultural CDUJBSJH.

Agricultural Exhibition at Vi- 
enna.— The Austrian Imperial Agricul- 
tural Society, under the patronage of the 
Archduke Charles, proposes opening at 
Vienna, in the month of May of this 
year, an exhibition of agricultural pro- 
ducts of the Empire; also, of Machinery 
and implements for agricultural purpo- 
ses from all parts of the world. We call 
the attention of American manufactu- 
ers to this exhibition, as the great and 
daily increasing demand for agricultu- 
ral mac hines in Austria would doubtless 
open to them a valuable market for their 
products. In 1837 a similar exhibition 
tool; place in Vienna, in which I^nglish 
machines were largely represented. The 
consequence was, that England has 
since then enjoyed almost a monopoly 
of the Austrian market for such ma- 
chines. Considering the superiority of 
construction as regards solidity and sim- 
plicity of the American agricultural 
machines, we do not doubt that the 
manufacturers of this country, would 
derive great benefit by sending samples 
to the exhibition at Vienna. The Aus- 
trian committee is in correspondence 
with Messrs. Austin, Baldwin & Co., 
who will, therefore, be able to furnish 
all information that may be desired. 
The Austrian Legation at Washington 
and the Consul General in New York, 
are also in possession of all the particu- 
lars of the programme.

do when nobody can copy it? Now, 
when you get home pray do not misrep- 
resent this idea. I want you to make 
experiments, not simply to show what 
can be done, but make experiments to 
show what can be done profitably, and 
what may be done by any intelligent 
farmer. Of course you cannot expect to 
accomplish much for the present genera- 
tion of farmers; but these seeds you sow 
will be reaped by the next and future 
generations. In Ohio you do not want 
to build a palace for an agricultural 
school. In America you spend too much 
money in putting up your educational 
buildings, and then starve your profess- 
ors. I learn that you put up a very 
grand building in Jyour city of Colum- 
bus, called the Starling Medical College; 
I have a picture of it. I am told it cost 
some S7(V>00 or 076,000. and now you are 
-tawing the professrs in it. You did the 
same in Cleveland and Cincinnati. 
Then I am told you built two universi- 
ties in Ohio, and now the professors can 
barely live on the salary you pay. The 
consequence is that these schools, col- 
leges, or universities must run down. 
There is no place in the whole world 
where knowledge can make so much 
money as in America, therefore your 
best men will not become teachers or 
professors, simply because they can 
make more money out of something 
else; and they naturally apply their 
talent and ability where it pays best. 
No man will engage in an eclucational 
course of life, for life, on a salary of $1,- 
200 or $1,500 a year, when by applying 
the same ability in some other pursuit, 
he can make $4,000 or $5,000 a year. 
Hence you have got no first-class pro- 
lessors in America; but you have instead 
first-class business men, first-class me- 
chanic- end managers of large and 
collossal establishments.

Waiks of Wisdom.— F'rom a large 
number of agricultural " exchanges " 
the American Artisan has condensed 
the following facts : — 

The leaves of the elder, if strewn 
among corn or other grain,when it is 
put into the bin, will effectually preserve 
it from the ravages of the weevil. The 
juice will also kill bed-bugs and mag- 
gots. Insects never touch elder bushes. 
The leaves of the elder scattered over 
cabbages, cucumbers, squashes, and oth- 
er plants subject to the ravages of in- 
sects, efleetually shielded them. 

Lands which have been long in cul- 
ture will benefitted by the application 
of phosphate of lime : it is unimportant 
whether the deficiency be supplied in 
the form of bone-dust, guano, native 
phosphate of lime, or marl ; the land 
needs lime also. 

Mr. F^ldridge RUQOUBL of Hard- 
wick, Ma>s., has just slaughtered eight 
pigs, fourteen months old, all belong- 
ing to the same litter, which weighed, 
in the aggregate, 3,02t) pounds. The 
largest one weighed 432 pounds. The 
pigs brought their owner the suug sum 
of $841 70. 

Bv stabling and sheltering stock thro, 
the winter, a saving of one-fourth of 
the food may be affected; that is, one- 
fourth less food will aneweff than when 
the atook is exposed to the inclemency 
of the weather. 

In order to keep the roots of trees from 
beds of flowers which are cultivated in 
English parks, deep trenches are dug 
ami tilled with gravel aud concrete, 
which forms a solid wall which roots 
cannot penetrate. 

Pka-straw is richer in oil and albu- 
minous (or flesh-forming) matter than 
the straw of the cereals. The woody 
fibre is also more digestible. This fully 
accounts for the repute in which it is 
held as fodder for sheep and cattle. 

The soil, by its weight, is constantly 
trying to form rock under it in the sub- 
soil. It is the farmer's business to see 
that it don't do it. His plow and spade 
are the means to prevent it, but especi- 
ally the subsoil plow. 

The regulations against the cattle- 
plague are so stringent in Germany that 
recently a stuffed wolf was prevented 
from crossing the frontier for fear, of 
spreading the infection !

The flesh of fowls is much more ten- 
der if kept a eouple of days after killing 
before it is cooked.

Husbandry. 

By husbandry, the ground gives as ev- 
ery thing necessary for food and nour- 
ishment, and such things, likewise, as 
afford the greatest pleasures. Yet, 
though it gives us plentifully of all kinds 
of things, it does not allow us to reap 
them in sloth and idleness; but excites 
us to health by the labor it appoints us. 

The practice of husbandry makes men 
strong and bold, enabling them to de- 
fend their country. 

He was surely a wise man that said 
husbandly was the mother and nurse of 
all otther sciences; for when she flour- 
ished, all the other sciences and facul- 
ties fared better; but when the ground 
lies uncultivated, and brings no crop, all 
the sciences and arts are at a loss by 
land and 



Raise Fruit.— The South is constant- 
ly devoting more attention to fruit rais- 
ing. We hope this s,»irit of improve- 
ment wili continue to increase until we 
shall be entirely independent of impor- 
tations from abroad. In no department 
of horticulture has more interest been 
manifested than in grape growing. A 
little attention and expense would ena- 
ble almost every family to sip the pure 
juice of the delicious and healthful fruit 
"under their own vine and fig tree." 
Indeed, we hope to see more attention 
bestowed upon the various fruits which 
flourish in this climate. It will prove 
highly profitable as a business, and as- 
sume great importance in a few years. 



Vineyards. — The estimated average 
annual yield of good vineyards in the 
West is about that of France— 200 
Ions to the acre. In the South 
claim 500, and in California 
bushel of grapes (fifty pounds) will make 
three and a half gajions of good wine 
and a half gallon of inferior. 
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The wizard characters who figured so 
extensively in locating wells, in the in- 
cipient stages of the oil excitement in 
Venango county, are not all dead yet. 
Unlike other prophets they seem not to 
be without honor in their own country. 
Strange as it may seem to thone who 
trust to the more legitimate ftcienoes of 
geology and mineralogy as guides in 
searching for petroleum, there are men 
who profess by means of magic to lo- 
cate the deposits of oily treasure. While 
geologists are carefully noting the suc- 
cession, dip and strike of different stra- 
ta of rock, and searching for signs of 
upheaval from which to infer fissures 
full of petroleum in the sandstone of 
one period or another, the "smeller" 
with his magic stone ami forked willow 
in hand, marches with dignified gravity 
over the land, purchased on suspicion 
of oil, until his matrie wand informs 
him where to strike. It is strange what 
a hold these professional humbugs have 
upon the credulity of thoso who are af- 
flicted with oil ou the brain. 

The Titusville Herald, noticing the 
fact of the strike near Petroleum Cen- 
tre, mentioned in another column, says: 
"From the fact this territory has pro- 
duced but little oil lately, the peculiari- 
ty of this strike is noticeable. Tht 
"spot' 1 was located by Messrs. P. & D. 
who were, as are all "oil smellers," co~ 
ti-ent of success. That they succeec 
beyond a doubt, the well is peal 
proof.

Aboat the Cumberland Oil Regions. 

Louisville, Feb. 20th. 
HfWMBWl. F.mtoks.:— Having during 
the past week visited most places of 
oleagenous interest in this locality, I 
will give you a brief account of my ob- 
servations. At the Oreelsboro well, 
they are obtaining about twenty bands 
per day, (on an average,) of an excel- 
lent quality of illuminating oil. It is, 
I believe, the best oil for refining that 
has been found in that district, being 
4o /- Raima, as it comes from the pump. 
This well is only one hundred and two 
feet in depth, and is tubed but sixty 
feet. 

The Crocus well is yielding about fifiy 
barrels per day, and would doubtless 
yield much more were it properly tubed. 
At present it is affected by every rise in 
the river. The oil is heavier than re- 
finers usually prefer ii, being3G Q Renin, 
as it is taken from the pump. 

The Butler well of the New York and 
Kentucky O. & P. Co., at Harrods' Fork, 
is till throwing forth large quantities of 
gas, (which is strongly impregnated 
with the odor of petroleum,) accompa- 
nied by soft waters. - This well is 607 
feet in depth. During the severe storm 
of last Friday night, their dcrick was 
blown down ; they have commenced re- 
building it, however, and, if after pump- 
ing several weeks they fail to get oil, it 
is their intention to sink the well three 
hundred feet deeper, unless they find 
oil in paying quantities at a lesser depth. 

At the Miller well, between Harrod's 
Fork and Crocus Creek, they struck oil 
last Thursday at eighteen (18) feet below 
the surface, and at every sand-pumping 
since, they have obtained a little oil. 

On Cookfc farm, some four miles up 
Harrod's Fork, they got a fair show of 
oil at twenty-five feet in depth. 

Upper Crocus is rich in surface indica- 
tion- mid of the largest oil seeps in 
Cumberland county, is to be found on 
the farm of James T. Howe. It Ls on 
the north side of Crocus creek, about 

four hundred above the celebrated 

Garnett well, at this point the oil is 
forced out of crevices in the rocky cliffs 
at the creek's side, and by stirring up 
the sand and mud with a long pole, it 
conies out in such quantities as to cover 
the surfae* of the creek far below the 
Garnett well. The lease upon fifty acres 
of this most valuable territory, lying 
north, and north-we-t of this famous 
seep, is held by Messrs L. S. Miller & 
Co., of your city. A Mr. Vecder, of 
Pittsburg, holds a lease upon the rest of 
the land, below and upon the south side 
of Crocus, embracing several hundred 
acres of hill and bottom land. On Sand 
Lick Creek, (a tributary of Crocus,) sev- 
eral oil seeps exists. The Sacramento 
Oil Company, and Miller & Co., have 
secured the most valuable territory upon 
this creek. Two wells were sunk upon 
their tracts some years since for water, 
bu ab ndoncd because they "struck 
some blackish stinking staff." 

On Sassafras C)«eek, oil-beariog rock 
can be found ; in warm, dry weather, 
the odor of petroleum is so powerful as to 
be offensive to many who pass along 
the creek side. 

Whilst the ;Cumberland Rivers, (). C. 
M., A L M. Co. holds the largest 
amount of valuable territory that is 
held by any one Company in the State, 
the Sacramento Oil Company, Miller 
& Co., New York & Kentucky Oil Co., 
and Veeder & Co., control the greater 
portion of the best boring territory with- 
in three miles above or below Harrod's 
Fork of Crocus, embracing within their 
territory the celebrated "Garnett well," 
also the " Tlomas well," "Jno. Y. Mor- 
gan well," "Spencer well," and " Enos 
Morgan well," in all of which oil was 
found many years since, when boring 
for salt water. 

Some fifteen oil seeps are known to 
exist upon these tracts, independent of 
the great seep which commences at the 
base of the Crocus hills on the lease of 
L. S miller & Co, and extends at inter- 
vals, a distance of several hundred 
yards, into the lease of Veeder & Co. 

The Sacramento Oil Company, have 
commenced operations upon the farm 
of C. English, on Crocus creek, above 
West fork, and from external manifes- 
tations, will soon be able to give an oily 
account of their proceedings. They in- 
tend to sink at least six wells immedi- 
ately, or rather as soon as the roads 
will be in such state as to enable them 
to deliver their engines at the desired 
place. 

Unless all signs fail, we shall be over- 
run as soon as spring opens with all 
classes of oil men, and the Crocus bot- 
tom will soon be thoroughly punctured 
by " the searchers." CM.

els of corn on a single acre, and then of 
raising the same amount on two acres I 
of the same kind of land. If the corn ! 
on the one acre cost fifty cents a bushel, 
he will find that on the two acres it will , 
cost him seventy-five cents a bushel, at , 
least — making a loss of one-third in pro- 
ducing an equal amount of produce for I 
the market. It will require skillful 1 
management in selling to make up such 
a loss as this. 

I am acquainted with farm3 of twenty 
aereo where the annual income is not 
less than ?4,000 to $6,000, and with j 
farms of 100 acres where the annual j 
cash income is nearly twice as many 
dollars as the number of acres. A man 
on a large farm c an rai*e just as much 
corn or wheat per acre as a man on a ! 
small farm. He ought not to feel obliged 
to cultivate land because he owns" it. i 
Give us labor and the usual appropria- 
tion, and we promise to keep Kentucky 
up with the foremost State in agriculture 
and the mechanic arts. 

I want to see a State Fair held in Ken- 
tucky this fall, and invite the President 
of the United States and the Governors 
of the several States, to consult what 
will advance the great industrial inter- 
ests of the people. After partaking of! 
our hospitality, and especially some old 
Bourbon, they would conduce we could 
get along without the Freedmen's Bu- I 
reau.

Shoe dealers have 
been fovored with an unusual trade, da- 
ring t lepaa x months, and seem to 
forget, that business even in its most 
healthy state, was wont to abate Imme- 
diate si ig the holidays, anil that 
ample tli te was afforded them to post 
their books od square accounts with 
their Customers. Most dealers have for 
the past three months purchased spar- 
ingly, and as transactions have been for 
cash or very short credit, a lull of a few 
weeks will not as materially affect their 
interests', aa was tho case when a dull 
season ensued, and a general mourning 
over long-winded and doubtful customers 
added to the general dullness. Manu- 
facturers in the State of New York, as a 
general thing are busy, though not driv- 
ing ahead with their usual avidity; nev- 
ertheless, they hare good stocks on hand 
from which to supply their customers. 

We do not look for that extreme dull- 
ness which many predict or anticipate. 
The country is not overstocked with 
shoes, and experience has shown very 
conclusively that shoes will wear out, 
and some of them very rapidly — too 
much so for the good of the pockets or 
the patience of the consumer. Shoes 
are worn longer than formerly— the pri- 
ces which ruled during the war taught 
people economy in this respect. Chil- 
dren's shot s now cost double the price of 
four years ago. and the little ones are 
restrained in their liberty of kicking 
out the toes, us they were wont to do, 
their Steps being more narrowly watch 
ed. Old l>oots are not so readily re- 
placed w ith new ones, but patches, as in 
<lays long gone by, are revived, and toe 
caps n ,vcr up many a stubbed out toe 
Which formerly was the cause of boot 
and wearer parting company.

B®* Transactions in b. ». ad>tufl's, par- 
ticularly sound shelled c>.n, have con- 
tinued heavy all the wev : at somewhat 
easier rates than previously prevailed. 
Oats were also In good demand, but all 
other qualities of grain were neglected. 
Flour, though the sales have been heavy, 
is rather dull at quotations, owing to 
the depression in the Eastern and for- 
eign markets. Prices here, however, 
are slightly higher than last week. 



Main Street— High Rents. 

The present exorbitant rents exacted 

for business houses on Main street, is a 
very serious drawback to the commer- 
cial prospects of the city. Hundreds of 
enterprises, that in the aggregate, would 
have nearly doubled the commerce of 
the city, have been abandoned from this 
mam alone, the impression prevailing 
that Main street is the only street in the 
city where a f-uccessful wholesale or job- 
bing business can be conducted. Taking 
apvantage of this erroneous impression, 
property owners have advanced their 
rents beyond all precedent— beyond all 
reason— to the extent, indeed, of absorb- 
ing almost the entire profits of legiti- 
mate business. 

This sordid disposition on the part of 
property owners is peculiarly unfortun- 
ate and suicidal at this particular time. 
By the exercise of an enlarged liberality 
the merchants and manufacturers of 
Louisville have succeeded in winning a 
large share of the trade of the South- 
west; this they hope to retain and in- 
crease by the exercise of the same liber- 
ality in the future. The city Is growing 
more rapidly than at any previous peri- 
od in her history. Capital from abroad 
is seeking investment here, and pros- 
perity is manifesting itself in every de- 
partment of industry and commerce. 
Instead of encouraging and seconding 
this effort to build up the city, property 
owners appear determined to consult 
their rapacity alone, and have with re- 
markable unanimity, advanced their 
rents from one hundred to three hun- 
dred per cent, in the last year. Unless 
they can be check-mated in some way, 
these short sighted extortioners will kill 
the goose in their greed for golden eggs, 
and throw the city back fifty years more 
in the race with her competitors. We 
suggest that some fifty or a hundred of 
our Main street firms organize them- 
selves into an association, and advertise 
for proposals from property holders on 
some of the adjacent streets to furnish 
them with store-houses of a specified 
character, for a period of ten years. 
There are other streets in Louisville be- 
sides Main, and fifty or a hundred firms 
going in a body, could carry their trade 
with them, and obtain houses at rents 
that would enable them to make a living 
as well as their landlords. As long as 
Main street is permitted to monopolize 
the wholesale business of Louisville, just 
so long will Main street property own- 
ers continue to absorb the profits arising 
from it, and to cripple and retard the 
advancement of the city. 

The sooner this incubus on the trade 
of Louisville is removed the better for 
all concerned. Much, very much of the 
future of our city depends upon this and 
the next few years. The attention of 
the great Southwest is fixed upon her, 
and a trade more profitable Una that 
which enriched the ancient cities of the 
plain, is almost within her grasp. To 
fetter now on the very threshhold of as- 
sured success, and sutler the rich prize 
to be borne off by infinitely less favored 
competitors, would be to bid farewell to 
all her hopes of greatness. Nothing 
would remain but to white-wash and 
fence her in. 

She will not so falter, nor will she per- 
mit the greedy exactions of mercenary 
monopolists to dash the cup from her 
lips. We have an abiding faith in her 
destiny, and we to-day venture the pre- 
diction, that when the iron-tongued 
monitor of time shall usher in the dawn 
of the twentieth century, the Falls City 
will inclose within her corporate limits 
a population of a million and a half of 
souis; a State capitol grander than the 
national edifice at Washington, will 
yearly bring within her limits the wis- 
dom, the eloquence and the beauty of 
the Commonwealth; and Louisville will 
be to the Southwest what New York is 
to America, London to England, and 
Paris to France. 



f®* We have received the forty-first 
annual report of the Eastern Lunatic 
Any h m, located in the immediate vi- 
cinity of Ijcxington.

Yazoo City. 

As we stand upon the threshold of an- 
other year it is gratifying to look back 
upon the past of our little city. An ex- 
amination of its commercial record for 
the year 1S65 discloses the fact, that 
there have been received since the 1st 
day of June, not less than 2G,000 bales 
cotton, and of this number not less than 
20,000 bales have been sold here at an 
average of $175 per bale. It will be seen 
that the amount actually expended in 
the purchase of cotton alone, will not 
fall short of $3,500,000. This amount 
has been carried into the interior, and 
Yazoo City may be said, with truth, to 
be the source from whence most of the 
money in circulation in this and the ad- 
joining counties has been obtained. For- 
tunes have been made here since the 
first day of June, and fortunes are being 
made now. The net profit of one house 
alone footed up after a few months 
business, the enug little sum of $30,000. 
Its trade has been enormous, and there 
has been so sensible decline in business 
up to the present writing. If we judge 
of the future by the past we must look 
for a continuation of its present pros- 
perity, if not a decided increase in the 
business already transacted here. 

We extract the above from the Yazoo 
Commercial, Jan. 3d. Yazoo City has 
been, and will continue to be, the chief 
place of business of nearly nil the plan- 
ters in Central Mississippi. 

Probably it might be as well that our 
merchants send their circulars and cards 
to that city, a list of whose business men 
may be found at the Gazette office. 



Both Houses of our present Leg- 
islature have prated a bill, conferring 
certain rights upon negroes, which now 
is the law of the land. It provides, that 
all negroes and mulattoes may sue and 
bo sued, implead and be impleaded, in 
all the courts of law and equity in this 
State; and may acquire property and 
chose in action by gift, devise, descent or 
purchase, and may dispose of the same 
in the same manner, and to the same 
extent, that white person* may. Any 
negro or mulatto may by affidavit, 
charge any person with any criminal 
offence against his or her person or 
property, or the person or property 
of another, and, upon suoh affidavit, 
the proper process shall be issued as if 
said affidavit had been made by a white 
person, and it shall be lawful for any ne- 
gro or rnulatto,in any action suit, or con- 
troversy pending, ortol>e instituted in 
any court of law or equity of this State, 
to make all needful and lawful affidavit-, 
as shall be necessary for the institution, 
prosecution, or defense of such action, 
suit or controversy. Negroes and mu- 
lattoes shall be competent witnesses 
in all civil proceedings in which ne- 
groes and mulattoes are the only parties, 
and in all criminal proceedings where a 
negro or mulatto is defendant. 



We are in receipt of a paper bearing 
the title of "The West and South," hail- 
ing from Cincinnati and professingex- 
tremc radical democracy. From the 
copy before us we judge that the editors 
are men of spirit and vim, if not of tal- 
ent, and that they design to create a sen- 
sation, if they can. They are for re- 
opening questions which we had sup- 
posed were settled for the present, and 
making some issues the policy of which 
is extremely problematical. — [Louis- 
ville Industrial and Commercial Gazette. 

The Gazette is astonished that a 
newspaper bearing the title of West 
and BOOTH should make its appearance 
in Cincinnati; and it concludes from 
this fact that we design to create a sen- 
sation. It is quite likely that more aston- 
ishing events will follow our efforts to 
teach peoples, bound together by every 
tie which God and nature can confer, 
that their true interests are identical 
with the devise of the West and BOOTH 
and its creed of a federal union between 
the States, free trade, hard money, and 
the subordination of an inferior race to 
the superior when they come together 
by the million. None of these ques- 
tions have, nor never shall, be settled in 
the negative.— [Cm. West and South, 

We are not astonished that a paper 
from Porkopolis should bear the title of 
West and South, or should don any oth- 
er title that the tiisie, fancy or interest 
of its editors might suggest : but we did 
express surprise that Cincinnati, of all 
the cities In the land should at this par- 
ticular time get up such a rampant 
Stetes'-Rights-Sout hern— Sympathising 
paper as the one before u*. If there 
were persons of ability ami editorial 
tastes in that city whoso loved the South 
and their "right.-,'' why did they not 
manifest it in 18(51-2-3-4, when Congress 
and the people were engaged in making 
up their minds and settling those ques- 
tions? Why wait until the case was 
closed, the evidence concluded, and de- 
cisions rendered? It cannot be said that 
this thing was impracticable, for what- 
ever may have been the case elsewhere 
we do not believe there ever was a very 
critical censorship of ihe Cincinnati 
press, and we remember no case of a 
Cincinnati paper being suppressed. 

Of course we do not intimate that any 
desire to get Southern trade is instru- 
mental in invoking at this late day such 
ardent advocacy of Southern interests 
and " States' e Bights:" but censorious 
persons may not readily find any other 
reason for it. They may think it strange 
that the " West and South " should not 
have put on its armor some years ago. 
Where were the editors when tho meas- 
ures of which they complain were fir*t 
inaugurated ? When the habeas corpus 
wa-s first suspended, emancipation proo 
lama! ions, fulminated, and federal usur- 
pations, as tbey now call them, began 
flr-t to over-ride "States' Rights" 7— 
Their enthusiasm was "dead as the bu!- 
rrabefl round little Mo-es," and their 
Bene and tongues as mute M the harp in 
Tara's halls. Their iww!y awakened 
zeal is no doubt honest, hut it might be 
well to temper it with a slight modicum 
of discretion. It is not seemly for 
northerners who wero neutral during 
the war to become hot-spurs when war 
is over, nor for Cincinnati editors to es- 
pouse tho doctiiue of secession when 
South Carolina politicians yield the 
question as being definitely decided 
against them. 



Louisville as a Tobacco Market. 



In addition to our article of last week, 
one of the writers of the Courier fur- 
nishes some facts and figures that are 
of sufficient interest to bear re-publica- 
tion. But wo cannot admit that our 
article was in any respect an error, 
either gross or slight. We did not say 
that it was but recently Louisville be- 
came a Tobacco market, but we said 
that it was only within the last twenty 
years that she became "prominent 
among tho great Tobacco markets of 
the "Western ttorW." Our article did 
not go back beyond the Glasgow Tobac- 
co Convention, and consequently did 
not embrace the interesting facts thus 
compactly grouped by our worthy co- 
temporary ; 

The Industrial and Commercial Ga- 
zette of last week, in an article on the 
tobacco trade of Louisville, speaks of it 
as of but comparative modern date, 
which is a gross e rror. From the earli- 
est time, when Louisville was only a 
town under the control of trustees, as 
enacted by the Virginia Ligislature in 
May, 17S0, setting apart one thousand 
acres of land, as forfeited property of 
John Connely, to be vested in certain 
trustees, to be by them laid off, <fcc, to 
establish a town by the name of Louis- 
viu.r., tobacco has been an article of 
our trade, commerce and production. 
The first warehouse established for the 
inspection and sale of leaf tobacco was 
two years before the town of Louisville 
was incorporated as a city, which change 
took place February 13, 1820, and thence- 
forth our town became a city. The fir-t 
tobacco warehouse was known as 
Booth's, located on Second street, be- 
tween Main and Market, and their first 
receipts of tobacco were in December, 
1825, numbering seven hogsheads; the 
total for the year being 1,100 hog-heads ; 
the average price being S2 07 per one 
hundred pounds. Todd's warehouse, 
south side of Main street, between Sev- 
enth and Eighth, was opened in Isiy,, 
and the receipts of tobacco there for 
the year ending November, 1S27, were 
2,281 hogsheads, and at Booth's ware- 
house for the same period, 2,098, hogs- 
heads, making a total for both houses 
of 4,859 hogsheads; the average price 
that year was $2 50. 

Since that date the trade has shown a 
gradual and steady increase, with now 
and then some interruptions to the 
steady progress produced by short crops, 
and such incidents as are likely to occur 
in the yield of any and all agricultural 
productions. The receipts of tobacco, 
therefore, at the two inspection ware- 
houses were :

The largest receipts and sales in this 
market, and the largest in any one mar- 
ket of the world, was in 1864, when the 
quantity sold reached the number of 03,- 
'611 hogsheads. The cash paid for the 
same was $11,961,802. The average 
piioe per hogshead lnl86S-4was$189 no, 
and the average price for the year 1864- 
o was $ 107 47 per hogshead. 

The advantages presented by our mar- 
ket and system of auctioneering tobac- 
co to the highest bidder, with the reser- 
vation on the part of the planter to re- 
ject any and all bids, has, from its first 
adoption been steadily gaining a firm 
hold In the minds of both buyers and 
sellers, and the more generally know n, 
the more it will be appreciated. Our 
system is the true one and best for all 
parties. It is also relieved of the many 
odious fees and perquisites which prevail 
in other markets. 



Hff A bill has passed our Legislature 
to tax negroes: and mulattoes two dollars 
per head, for the support of negro pau- 
pers and for the formation of a fund for 
the education of negro children.

Synopsis of Art and Science. 

Pisparad axprwialy for this j aper, by 
VROF. V. W. WRIGHT. 

The cementation of ice is called rcge- 
lation. This is manifested w hen parti- 
cles of ice are brought together and ad- 
here to each other. By proper manipu- 
lation particles of ice can be made to 
display considerable plasticity. The 
flexure and movement of glaciers i3 ex- 
plained upon this principle. 

Omnibuses propelled by steam have 
recently been put in practical operation 
in Paris. There is no reason why vehi- 
cles should not be propelled by that mo- 
tor in many parts of the United States. 

Bound Stone, Kentucky, is probably 
the largest spring in the world. The 
volume of water discharged by this sub- 
terranean river is more than five times 
that delivered by Bear Grass creek near 
this city. 

The mineral resources of that part of 
Tennessee between the Cumberland riv- 
er and the Tennessee, in the vicinity of 
Forts Donelsoa and Henry, is probably 
not surpassed by any similar locality in 
the world. Inexhaustible beds of iron 
ore abound, aud a rock which is u.-ed in 
the manufacture of grindstones, not in- 
ferior to that of Berea, Ohio, is found in 
the greatest abundance. In addition, 
hydraulic cement rock is found, togeth- 
er with a superior quality of limestone 
from which the be^t quality of lime can 
be made. The are also as strong indi- 
cations of petroleum as are to be mei 
with iu Cumberland county, Kentucky. 

There are now not le-s than three 
hundred and seventy (370j steam pack- 
ets owned in Great Britain, representing 
a ton age of which is difficult to esti- 
mate, and the horse power of which is 
five hundred and sixty thousand (500,- 
000), the valne of which is not less than 
forty millions (40,000,000) pounds sterl- 
ing. 

It has been determined by a French 
savan that it requires a much greater 
exertion for a horse to draw a vehicle 
over streets that are wet and muddy 
than w here they are free from an annoy- 
ance of that character. 

An engineer of considerable ability 
has decided that underground railways 
Would be unprofitable in N. Y. city. 

At the present rate of liquidation, it 
has been estimated, that the National 
debt of Great Britain will be extin- 
guished in the year 2270. When will 
the national debt of the diked States 
be liquidated as matters now stand? 

We copy the following experiments on 
metals from one of our exchanges. The 
facts are curious and interesting: 

Effects of Vaxhxki Exrnraooria 
ox Metals. — Elaborate experiments 
and careful observations have developed 
many interesting and important facts 
with regard to the variations of density, 
etc., which different metals undergo in 

different degrees In the operations of 
heating, drawing, roiling, hammering 
and annealing. 

At a temperature rather above m cher- 
ry red, iron will remain three month-, 
surrounded with charcoal, Without ce- 
mentation taking place, while a white 
heat will, in live minutes, render brittle 
a square bar of malleable iron, eight- 
tenths of an inch in diameter. 

Wirest of copper, aud of alloys of cop- 
per aud zinc, are increased in diameter 
and diminished in density by annealing. 
The operation of rolling conden-es met- 
als more than that of wire-drawing. 
The density of iron and copper will be 
greater if the metals are heated before 
being passed through the rollers. The 
reverse is the case with alloys of copper 
and zinc. The density of metals is 
greatest When drawn Ulto very fine 
wires. Hence, two small wires are 
stronger than one large one of the BMM 
transverse area with the united areas of 
tho small ones. This result grows out 
of the fact that the particles, of the 
smaller wires are compacted throughout 
their entire cress section, while those of 
the latter are compacted for a certain 
depth only. 

Wires may be increased in length in 
two ways — first, by diminution in the 
case of cross section ; and second, but 
only in a slight degree, by iucrtasing 
the distance between the component 
particles. When wiro is lengthened by 
the latter process, it returns to its former 
length by annealing. 

Again, wires of certaiu different met- 
als, after panning through the same hole 
in the wire-drawing plate, have differ- 
ent diameters; but all such subsequently 
acquire equal diameters during the pro- 
cess of annealing. The diameter of a 

wh o is said to increase very slowly by 

time, after passing through a wire-draw- 
ing plate. Wires which have been bent 
and subsequently straightened, have ■ 
tendency to reacquire the same curva- 
ture by time. 

Wires exposed to a high heat lose part 
of their tenacity. They require to be 
annealed in wire-drawing, not to rentier 
them more tenacious, but to allow the 
particles to resume the positions from 
which they may again be displaced. 

The loss of tenacity is common to cop- 
per, iron, platinum, and the alloys of 
copper and zinc. 

Hydrogen has an action on copper and 
silver, at high temperatures, winch per- 
manently separates their particles. On 
alloys of copper and zinc, and even of 
silver and copper, it has no such action. 

Brass wire approaches to iron in 
strength, while copper wire is much in- 
ferior to it; hence, brass is much used 
instead of iron, where the latter would 
oxydize too rapidly. 

Iron wire is made of different qualit ies 
to stand a strain of from 75,000 up to 
130,000 pounds to the square inch. The 
tenacity of brass wire varies from 78,000 
to 87,000 pounds to the square inch; 
while copper wire will part at horn 38,- 
000 to 44,000 pounds. 

These facts with many others of a like 
character, have been carefully arrived 
at by mauy aud most elaborato experi- 
ments, and a knowledge of them is val- 
uable to every mechanic.

One of them, 
however, more forward than the rest, 
sets as much as 3,000 per day, thus ma- 
king SI £0 for herself.
